In relation to salt duties 
by the attorney gensral, Olney, who 
held that under that act salt was legal­ 
ly dutiable. Von Relchenau's note refers 
generally to treaties, but It seems that 
his particular reference is to the treaty 
of May 1. ^1828. between the United 
States and Prussia.

It Is observed by the state depart 
ment that it is still without any in 
formation from the German govern­ 
ment on the point raised by Olney as 
to whether the treaty with Prussia is 
to be taken as effective with respect 
to other portions of the empire, or is 
applicable only to the productions of 
Prussia exported from PruMla. As to 
the contention that the tariff provision 
Is Incompatible with the terms of the 
Saratoga treaty of August. 1891, the 
state department takes the position 
that that agreement ceased with the 
passage of the tariff act qt Aug. 27, 
1894, which repealed section S of the act 
of Oct. 1, 1890. No reference whatever 
Is made lii Von Relchenau’s note to live 
other provisions of the act which ex­ 
tend the scope of the Increased duties 
to include all goods upon which an ex­ 
port bounty is paid.

Washington, Aug. 7.—*‘The . bullion 
value of the American silver dollars, ac> 
cording to Thursday’s market price of 
silver is Just 43.6 cents,” said Pres* 
ton, the director of the mint, yesterday. 
“This makes the commercial ratio be­ 
tween silver and gold 36.0 to 1, instead 
of 16 to 1. In order to make our silver 
dollar equal to a gold dollar at this rate 
it would have to contain 850 fine grains 
of silver. If the aloy were added the 
total would be 953 grains.” 


”How do account for the recentdecllne 
in silver?” Preston was asked. 


“Simply the lack of demand for It. I 
see no future for silver whatever. vYes- 
terday’s market quotations made it 
56 cents an ounce. It is my honest opin­ 
ion that within i4x months silyer will 
fall to 40 cents an ounce. There is no de> 
mand for it anywhere. China is not buy­ 
ing any. Japan 1s out of business, and 
there seems to be no demand for It in 
any country to any extent, even for use 
as subaidary coinage. It Is true that in 
the basaars of India It is traded in as 
merchandise, but the famine and hard 
times In that country have reduced the 
demand to a minimum. 


"The output of gold Is steadily Increas­ 
ing. I think that the World’s product 
for this year will be about $240,000.000. 
The United States will contribute about 
860,000,000 to the supply. I base my pre< 
dictions of an Increased world's output 
upon the fact that the supply hss not 
fallen off in any country. Here comes 
the IClondyfce. now with still further 
additions to the gold supply of the world. 
The extent of the Klondyke's output Is 
problematical, depending largely upon 
cUmats conditiona**

It was not long after this letter had 
been published that it met the gaze of 
at least two lonesome men, one ot whom 
was William B. Shaw of Big Sandy, 
Mont., and the other William H.

The leaders estimate that with 
what will remain behind in the camps 
at least 8,000 men will be kept constant­ 
ly In the movement. A military code 
for the government of the army v/lll 
be formulated before the movement la 
started. President Dolan says that with 
any kind of a .system he will be. able 
to keep everything quiet and the men 
peacealile.

their sympathy. Debs spoke for nearly 
three hours, and at the conclusion of 
his address he was almost overwhelmed 
by the great number of people who in­ 
sisted shaking hands with him. Dur­ 
ing his speech at the Pittsburg meeting 
Thursday night Debs referred to Judge 
'Jackson's injunction in West Virginia 
declaring that it prohibited him (Debs) 
from walking on any public highway 
leading to the coal mines In West Vir­ 
ginia. He then said, characteristically: 
hold the Injunction and the judge 
w'ho Issued It in supreme contempt.

Tklnke Ho Can Kojply In Oetobor. 


Sir Michael Hlcks-Beach said: **lt Is 
due both to the Importance of the sub 
Ject and the manlier In which It has 
been brought before the English ministry 
by the representatives of the two coun- 
trlea that these proposals should be very 
carefully examined and considered; anil 
this process must he somewhat pro­ 
longed, owing to the time necessarily 
occupied hi communicating with tha 
governmejit of India.'* The chancellor 
of the exchequer adds that he cannot 
say with certainty how long these com­ 
munications will take, but he hopes 
the cabinf^t will be ready to meet the 
envoys, again early in October. 


Our Coniniliiiilon Is liopeful. 


While this postponement of England's 
decision delays the work the American 
envoys do not consider it discouraging. 
On the contrary, 
they think Great 
Britain'» interest in the question Juati- 
fles them in expecting that the Indian 
mints win be opened. They believe that 
The Times In opposing the reopening 
of the Indian mints does not represent 
the government, but rather the city 
financial circles, which are opposed to 
any change. The report made to the 
government from the mint Is understood 
to be favorable to sliver. The headquar­ 
ters of the commissioners will remain 
in London until October. Senator Wol­ 
cott may visit Austria in the meantime, 
and pave the way for negotiations with 
the Austrian government.

Oonnaay Pspends on a TtssSy. 


As to the first contention, the Ger 
man charge d'affaires^ Von Relchenau. 
In his note to the secretary of state 
appears to revive the position taken In 
June. 18M. with respect to the duties 
leviable upon bountled sugars. The mat­ 
ter was then considered In connection 
with the discriminating tariff provision 
of Aug. 27,1894. in relation to salt duties 
by the attorney general. OIney, who 
held that under that act salt was legal­ 
ly dutiable. Von Relchenau's note refers 
generally to treaties, but It seems that 
his particular reference is to the treaty 
of May 1, 1828, between the Unito«) 
States and Prussia.

It is observed by the state depart­ 
ment that it is still without any in­ 
formation from the German govern­ 
ment on the point raised by Olnoy as 
to whether the treaty with Prussia is 
to be taken as eftective with respect 
to other portions of'the empire, or is 
applicable only to the productions of 
Prussia exported from Prussia. As to 
the contention that the tariff provision 
Is Incompatible with the terms of the 
Saratoga treaty of August. 1891, the 
state department takes the position 
that that agreement ceased with the 
passage of the tariff act of Aug. 27, 
1894, which repealed section 3 of the act 
of Oct. 1, 1890. No reference whatever 
is made in Von Relchenau's note to the 
other provisions of the act which ex­ 
tend the scope of the Increased duties 
to Include all goods upon which an ex­ 
port bounty Is paid.

Washington, Aug. 7.—“The bullion 
value of the American sliver dollars, ac* 
cording to Thursday's market price of 
silver is just 43.6 cents," said Pres* 
ton. the director of the mint, yesterday. 
“This makes the commercial ratio be­ 
tween silver and gold 36.6 to 1, instead 
of 16 to 1. In order to make our silver 
dollar equal to a gold dollar at this rate 
it would have to contain 850 fine grains 
of silver. If the aloy were added the 
total would be 953 grains." 


“How do account for the recent decline 
in silver?” Preston was asked. 


“Simply the lack of demand for It. I 
see no future for silver whatever. Yes­ 
terday's market quotations made it 
56 cents an ounce. It is my honest opin­ 
ion that within irtx months silver will 
fail to 40 cents an ounce. There is no de­ 
mand for it anywhere. China is not buy­ 
ing any, Japan is out of business, and 
there seems to be no demand for It in 
any country to any extent, even for use 
as subsidary coinage. It Is true that in 
the basaars of India It is traded in as 
merchandise, but the famine and hard 
times In that country have reduced the 
demand to a minimum. 


“The output of gold Is steadily Increas­ 
ing. I think that the world*« product 
for this year will be about 1240.000,000. 
The United States will contribute about 
tlO.000,000 to the supply. I base my pre­ 
dictions of an incr^s^ world’s output 
upon the fact that the supply has not 
fallen off in any country. Here comes 
the Klondyke now with still further 
additions to the gold supply of the world. 
Ths extent of thè Klpndyke's output Is 
problematical, depending largely upon

It was not long aftor this letter had 
been published that it met the gaze of 
at least two lonesome men, one of whom 
was William B. Shaw of Big Sand 
Mont., and the other William 
McNulty of Stuart, Fla.

In the flnt place don*t itart for Seat­ 
tle tomorrow. It ii already too late to 
‘9 0 into the goldflelda this aeaioo, and 
Ibeearlieat practicable atart yon can 
M ke from Jnoean, which la over 1,000 
aiilea fn m Dawson Oity, will he the 
middle of next March. If yon start 
fhen, yon nnst take what is called **tho 
MMtfi’a fonte,** which lies overland 
Icy nonntaina, inland waters 
Mid barriB wastes to the headwaters of 
tks Ynkon. 


The other way is an all water lonte. 
Ton take an ooean steamer to St. Mi­ 
n im ’s Island at the month of the 
"Ynkoii and go np the great stream on 
tiTer bontsi Bnt this route is ?ery ex- 
panslT% and as nsTigation in the Yn- 
ItOB does not open nntil well along in 
the spring it will not bensed by those 
Sb a hnrrj to gel to the mines. 


Those who penetrate into the ioe and 
MOW mnst be mgged and haidy.

At this j^int the prospectors Bsnst 
paddle their craft for many miles. When 
the foot of Lake Bennett has been 
reached, the boat is dragged from the 
water and lifted on a sleigh as thelndisn 
pack train starts off for theCaribon 
crossing, three miles away.

After leaTing Oaribon crossing the 
party travels an uneven, hard road to 
the foot of liake Tagisb, 17 miles away. 
The waterway then be<x>mes better, al- 
thongb the party will meet with a series 
of dangeroos rapids before it has pro* 
gressed very far. The lakes, however, 
afford an easy passage, as the season 
will by this time have been advanced 
and the ice have broken np. Lake Marsh 
is traversed with little difflcnlty. It 
ends only to present to the travelers 
the dangeraand hidden terrors of a deep 
canyon. 


Beyond the canyon are the White 
Horse rapids and theTahkeena river, 
which opens into Lake le Barge, 866 
miles from Jnnean. 
The Hootalinqna 
liver, Gassiar bar. Big Salmon river 
and Little Salmon river, the Five Fin* 
ger rapids and the Rink rapids are 
passed in Slow procession. 
When the 
Bink rapids have been reached, the pros* 
pectors have traveled 460milea from 
Jnnean. 


The Rink rapids extend for over S8 
miles, snd It is impossible fpr a boat of 
any kind, mnch less one that a prospect­ 
or may bnild, to live in them. The 
craft mnst be dragged mile after mile, 
a heavy task on failing strength and 
endnrance. The men who venture Into 
the icefields risk much for the gold they 
seek. 


At last they reach the Pelly river, 
the most important point thus far In 
their long journey. They have now 
only to fear for want of supplies snd a 
weakening of their powers of endur­ 
ance. They travel down the Pelly river 
for 06 milM, until they reach the White 
river. At the confluence of the two

The ordinary ontllt for the Jtmean 
route will cost the prospector | 80. 
From those who have gone over the 
trail it has beén learned that the fol> 
lowing articles are absolutely essential 
for the Journey: Fifty pounds of flour, 
one-balf pound of baking powder, 16 
pounds of dried fruit, 90 pounds of 
bacon, 86 pounda of beans, 10 pounds 
of sugar, 8 pounds of coffee^ 1 pound of 
salt, one-half pound of pepper, 1 pound 
of desiccated onions, matches, butler, 
milk, rice, commeal and such other ar­ 
ticles of food as the pocket of the ad­ 
venturer will permit. 


This, however, is supposed to cover 
only the 80 days consimied In making 
the trip and a two weeka* gmb stake 
after reaching the diggings. In the way 
of clothing the following articles are 
snggfsted: Two pairs of heaviest wool­ 
en socks, 1 pair of Canadian **lara- 
gans," or shoe packs, 1 pair of German 
aocks, 8 pairs of heaviest woolen blan­ 
kets, 1 oil blsnket or canvas, 1 mackinaw 
anil, 8 heavy flannel shirt^ 8 pairs of 
heavy overalli^ 8 suits heavy woolen

As 
one travels bis perilous way he must 
oaify hie own outfit and provisions. If 
fortune does not favor the prospector,

«ha Overland BMito ta tka KloMlka. 
The route taken by 05 per cent of the 
pgospsctors is by steamer to Juneau and 
IlMiioe inland. When the miner leaves 
Jnnean, a town of 8,000 inhabitants, 
ho leavea everything but his own re- 
sonieeaand self reliance behind. He 
uay purchase bis outfit where he 
pleases, bnt if he buys it at Juneau it 
will cost him from $60 to | 160. The 
fnie from Juneau to £^ea, a distance of 
100 miles, is from |6 to $10. The dis- 
taace is made by steamer, the traveler 
passing Hainea Mission, or Ohilkat, on 
the way. 


At Dyea, which is at the head of 
Ohilkat inlet, the prospector leaves the 
laat vestige of oivllizution behind. He 
shoulders his pack, hires bis paok train 
and starts for the suow covered uouu* 
tains. Experience has proved that the 
best time to start is iu the middle of 
March. It is theu easier to move on 
sledges or to go with the paok train c«f 
natives. 


Those who know urge that prospect' 
ors go iu pnrticH of tour or five, for iu 
these numbers they may lighten their 
burdens aud eccnomize in muteriulH 
that all may use iu eommou. This is of 
the greatetit importaucc, for it costs 14 
cents a pouml to hire natives to cairy 
provisions from Dyea to tiie head of 
Lake Lindemau. This short joarney is 
one of the worst stages of the route. 
The way is over a desolate, wild, mouu* 
toinoQB country to the summit of Chil* 
iMt pass. Part of the journey may be 
4piiade by canoe, but most of it is on foot 
^ In sleighs. 
The distance between 
the two points is only 23 miles, but 
three days must pass before it is trav-

streams the Yukon opens before them. 
They are 3,044 miles from the month 
of tlie great stream. 


Tkroimh a Bleak Besloa. 


They travel down the Yukon ten 
miles and crosa the Stuart river. 
Twenty miles farther, and they are at 
Sixty Mile post. 
For over 60 miles 
more they meet nothing that even the 
map midtera have dignified with a 
name. The stream flows through as 
bleak a region as the most daring ex­ 
plorers ever entered. Then Fort Reli­ 
ance, a small, most insignificsnt post, 
is pMMed. There is nothing to eat there. 


The river carries tiie n^iners on to 
Forty Mile post, 46 miles away. Re­ 
cent events have made this post a small 
settlement, but the most foolhardy pros­ 
pectors will not expect to secure pro­ 
visions there unless they have more 
money than they need, and all need 
money in the north. Nearly a mile 
from Forty Mile post is Fort Cudahy, 
but the travelers receive hardly the en- 
cooragement of a passing salutation. 
For 170 miles more the way is barren, 
and then Circle City appears. 


A year ago Circle City was the most 
important town in the interior. It theu 
had a population of 800 people, but 
now, as a matter of course, it has many 
more. 
It is 898 miles from Juneau 
and is the first place where provisions 
may be obtained at anything but pro­ 
hibitory prices. If the travelers need 
food, they buy it at Circle City and pay 
what the storekeepers choose to ask. 


After leaving Circle City 150 miles 
more muKt bo traveled before the object 
of all the journey, Klondike and its 
river, is reached, At the point wherp 
the Kloudilce river meets the Yukon a 
new cit}% Dawson, has risen like, an 
apparition. There the travelers'will 
meet thousands who, like themselves, 
are iu search of gold. 


But after the long trip has been made 
the prospectors must rest in idleness. It 
has taken them an entire seasou to reach 
the mines. The rivers and the lakes are 
locked iu ice behind them. The monU' 
tains are covered with snow, and the 
white mantle is over everything around 
them. They are on the other side of a 
terrible barrier that shuts them out 
from civilisation, and they must wait 
for another season, when the snow and 
the ^ melt and they can look lor what 
they are seeking.,

addition to this, the prospector's camp' 
ing outfit should consist of one 8 by 10 
wall tent, 1 small Ynkon stove with 
three lengths of telescope pipe, pans, 
kettles and as complete a kitciieo outfit 
as possible. 


One of the essentials of the trip is a 
Yukon sleigh built of hard wood, shod 
witb rough steel runners. The sleigh is 
7 feet 8 inches lopg, bnt only 16 inches 
wide, so built as to be able to track the 
snowshoes. The cost is about |7. An 
ordinary outfit will weigh about 400 
pounds to the man, although as much 
aa 1,600 pounds hss been taken by one 
person across the trail.

Experienced miners say there is no 
such thing as a conservative, reliable 
estimate of the gold to be produced dur 
ing the coming year. In the Klondike 
region alone are numerous creeks, such 
as Bonansa, Indian, Gl Dorado, Hunter 
and Bear, and up to the date on which 
latest news came from Klondike no 
claims bad been located on these creeks 
more than three miles above their 
mouths. Returniug miners say that not 
less than 6,000 claims could be located 
under the laws of the Northwest Terri’ 
tories on these creeks aloue, but whether 
they w'ould be as rich as .those already 
prospected is a matter of conjecture. 


The Klondike is but one of the many 
hundreds of tributaries of the Yukon, 
and each of its tributaries has its iu> 
numerable creeks witb ^old bearing 
soil. Ou some of these tributaries, such 
as Forty Mile, Sixty Mile and the old 
Porcupine, claims have been worked for 
four or five years aud miners have 
averaged f 16 per day. But such results 
are not considered worthy of attentiou 
iu Alauka. because the seasou is very 
short aud men witb rich claims are 
eager to pay |1 5 for labor.

White Dome Oejoar TeUowatoae Park. 


**A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
liidden basin full of nature^s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. As one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
cnallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Casile Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-soaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of Its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
"eature of the locality. It U perhaps 25 
eetbigh, with a circumference at the 
Nise of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at interináis of from twenty to fortv-iive 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
'rom ten to twentv-flve feet.”
